“Recklessness in stopping does not 
apply 
merely to the 
unsignalled 
halting of an automobile or truck," 
the federation explains. The driver 
who stops or parks in such a w ay as 
to impede traffic comes under the 
‘reckless stopper’ classification, and 
these form a potential menace to ail j 
users of the highway.” 
T he federation called attention of 
m otorists to the revised definition i 
of parking in the state motor code,

TREES, STORED FOOD 
HAS ONLY ONE I SE 


Boston —Food stored by a tree or 
shrub in its woody parts is subse­ 
quently used for growth, but only 
for growth in length—the forma­ 
tion of new shoots and leaves. 
It is 
not used to increase the thickness of 
the trunk or branches. Growth <in 
thickness is accomplished only from 
food that has been made In the 
leaves a short time before. 
This discovery was annaunced be­ 
fore the meeting of the American 
Society of Plant Physiologists here 
by Dr VV E. Loomis, of Iowa State 
college at Ames. Woody plants do 
not grow thicker In spring until they 
have developed their leaves. Dr 
Loomis said; and such growth in 
thickness can be stopped at any 
time in the season by stripping off 
the leaves or cutting off the lines of 
transport of food from leave* to 
trunk
